That is well and good, but to 
some readers it appeared that 
through the article Our Sunday 
Visitor was endorsing the Civic 
Theatre whether it presents plays 
which are approved or objection- 
able. Such is certainly not the 
case. 


It is, of course, well for Cath- 
olics to support plays which are 
morally good. And it is reason- 
able to expect that if good plays 
are well supported other good 
plays will be produced.

Managers of tht Civic Theatre 
are not conscience free to pro- 
duce any play which is morally 
objectionable.

Plays which are wholly objection- 
able should, of course, be 
shunned by all—and as a matter 
of conscience.
